was made the old sea wall was found, i 
wh.icb occasioned considerable surprise . 
o the government officials, for none of; 
hem were aware of the exi->tence oi 1 
•«uch a thing, and no chart in the hands I 
of the government gives a record of its 
onstruction or existence. 
The government is not much to blame 


ror keeping no record of the construct- 
on or existence of the Shoals break- 
water, for the condition in v/hich it has 
existed for three quarters of a century 
is not * credit to any government. It 
was bnilt in 1S1G, being one of the first 
breakwaters constructed by the U. S\ 
government. It extended from Cedar 
sland to Smutty nose,, having an open- 
ug about 100 feet wide In the middle, 
through which vessels could pass in 
case of necessity, and as long as it re 
mained in the shape in which the build- 
ers left it the harbor at the Shoals, be 
fcween Stir island and Sinuttynose, was 
a safe and convenient one, easily acces j 
sible, and well sheltered from seas. 
{ 


Bat it did not keep that shape long 


As finished, its crown shewed above 
water at high tide throughout its en- 
tire length, except where the opening 
was left, but the very first winter [after 
it was built the southeast seas rolled 
in between Cedar and Smuttynose and 
knocked the top of the breakwater gal- 
ley west, and within two or thrde years 
of its completion that triumph £of engi 
neering skill was so flattened out as to 
be visible only at extreme low tides, 
and while serving as no protection from 
seas rolling in frooi the southeast, oc- 
jeosionally did pick up some email craft 
whose skipper, a stranger to Jlhe Shoals 
water an seeing an apparently good 
channel between Cedar andSmnttynose, 
attempted to reach an anchored in 
Star island roads by that route. 


The sea wall between Snauttynose 


aud Malaga islands, built during the 
last quarter of the 18th century, is as 
good now as when it wan finiihprJ, a fo™ 
only of the top stones having been- dis- 
placed during all thsse years, and it 
was not built by a trained engineer, but 
by a minister, parson Haley, and paid 
for by him, as the tradition goes, with 
gold washed ashore at Smuttynose from 
the wreck of a Spanish ship. To bs sure, 
Elaley's sea wall was built on a half- 
tide lodge and in a position much less 
exposed to the sea than the govern- 
ment breakwater a few hundred yards 
distant, but it is pretty certain that if 
the government engineers had pos 
sessed as much natural engineering 
ability as parson Haley their work 
would hava stood more than a half a 
dozen years. 


Efforts jhave been made for many 


years past to get the old breakwater re- 
built, and that these efforts are at last 
to be successful is matter for rejoicing 


oDg the crews of the fishing schoon- 


ers and small trading vessels that run 
Jong the coast; aud the advantage af- 
forded by having a safe harbor of ref- 
uge provided at the islands will ba very 
great, in comparison with the small 
outlay that will ba required to effect 
it.

_ n, who had seen the river

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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Higher Prices Being Paid For Shoes— 


An Unexplained Rise In Wheat. 


New York, May 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 


weekly review of trade says: 
Decline 


in stocks, after the death of ex-Governor 
Flower, was entirely natural. 
His per- 


sonal influence was worth many millions 
to corporations which he chose to join. 
The stocks in which he was most largely 
interested were strongly supported, and 
after an hour's weakness began to re- 
cover, but his place in business will not 
be filled in aji hour. No other occasion 
appeared for weakness in the market, 
and a very large share of the depression 
in industrial stocka had previously ap- 
peared on Tuesday, ow ing to the multi- 
ple and highly magnified stoiies of 
new" combinations in iron and steel. 


The official report of foreign trade in 


April showed a decrease compared with 
last year of J19,000,000 in the export of 
the principal products, but an increase 
In manufactured articles, and in that re- 
fepect the month was only surpassed by 
March. 


The shipments of boots and shoes from 


the east have been for two weeks of 
May -2 percent larger than last year, and 
50 percent larger than in 1892. Higher 
prices, which have been aske dfor sev- 
eral months, are now more generally 
paid for men's wear, though most works 
are covei«d by earlier orders for four 
months ahead, or more. Leather shows 
hesitation, dealers apparently question- 
Ing whether the rise has not been too 
much, and at Chicago the same question 
runs through the hide market, though 
advances are slight. 


Speculators are doing a large business 


In wool, some foreign and some Amer- 
ican. 
The orders for woolen goods are 


decidedly better, and, although the 
Woolen association is not yet in opera- 
lion, it seems to have given a certain 
kind of confidence to prices in the wool- 
en goods department.

Hill indicates that tbe most valuable 
metallic resource of the island is • 
large deposit of magnetic iron in abill 
just north of Juncos. Tbe ere is of 
grent purity containing fully 06 per 
cent of pure iron. It has l>een esti- 
mated that there are 35,000,000 tons of. 
Ibis ore in sight. On the most con- 
wvative basis the deposit contains 
10.000,000 tons of metallic iron.

Oldest Woman'* Club in America. 


In the almost universal latter-day 


use of the term "woman," as prefixed 
to all kinds of organizations, it is in- 
teresting to come "kc-ross "The Female 
Society for the Relief and Employ- 
ment of the Poor,'' an organization 
founded in Philadelphia in 1785. It 
is probably the oldest woman's club in 
America. It was originally organized 
by Anne Parish, a Quaker spinster, 
and was composed of twenty-three 
youns; women of prominent Quaker 
families, who spent one day each 
week in visiting and helping the poor 
and needy. When, three years after 
the formation of this society, Philadel- 
phia \ras visited by yellow fever ami 
many people fled the town, these twen- 
ty-three women stayed with Anne 
Parish and fought the disease, raising 
money, earing for the sick, visiting 
the dying, comforting the bereaved 
and helping the well. From that time 
to the present this society has had a 
continuous existence. 
Membership to the club is inherited, 


passing down through 
the 
eldest 


daughter in direct lines from 
the 


founders. The management consists 
of a committee of thirteen, which 1ms 
control of its business affairs, the only 
officers being two clerks and a treas- 
urer. 


* The home of the society has been 
• for over fifty years in the same build- 
ing, and there, during the winter 
months, employment is given on five 
days of the week to abotit one hundred 
women of all denomination* The worn 
consists of knitting, mending, quilting 
and plain sewins:, which is disposed of 
at the store attached, to the home. Pri- 
vate orders are also filled.—-Ladies'

It was a pictur- 
esque march, llany groups of hundreds 
o£ natives w ere clustered under the trees 
on the opposite bank, displaying white 
shirts, towels, sheets or anything \\hlta 
on poles. Some shouted welcomes to the 
American soldiers, but most ot them 
maintained a sullen silence. 


An old man in a carriage met the 


troops two miles outside of the town. 
He said. "I have lived in England, and 
I have told the people that the Ameri- 
cans are like the English, and that they 
need not be afraid." 


Captain Grant, in command of ihe 


gunboats, landed 'before the troops ar- 
rived, and met with a "Porto Rican" wel- 
come. The natives who had assembled 
Dn the shore c rowded about the Ameri- 
cans \\ ith fulsome expressions of friend- 
ship, apparently half afraid that they 
would be massacred.

Flees played an important part in 


causing the recent terrible outbreak 
of bubonic plague in Asia. The horse 
fly and a common variety of biting fly 
(stomoxys calcitrans) infect cattle and 
even men with the germs of anthrax. 


Even without the , intervention of 


flies and other insects man is always 
loaded with a swarm of microbes.A 
well known bacteriologist recently set 
about classifying the various orders of 
bacteria which are found on the hu- 
man skin. He'gave up the task after 
be had counted two. hundred kinds. 


Every one of these different kinds 


\vas found to the number of rarely 
less than flte million. Thus it seems 
that every man carries about with 
him microbes considerably exceeding 
the entire population of the world. 


Fortunately we arc not utterly at 


the mercy of these microbes. Very 
often it Is only the sick whom they 
can hurt. Nature, who never creates 
a pest without supplying some means 
of combating it, has furnished the hu- 
»ftn body with several lines of de 
fence against the mlcrobfal hordes. 


The first Hne of defence is the ekin, 


Which Aiost of the rnico-organlsms are 
Incapable of penetrating. It is just 
here that we perceive the dangers to 
which we are exposed from the sting- 
ing Insects. They introduce into the 
blood germs which would otherwise 
not be able to pass the skin. The com- 
mon house fly does not bite, but It 
may spread infection by depositing 
thi? germa in-the >morith.' nose or.*»yps. 


Besides the skin there is another 


line of defence against the microbes 
in the mucous membrane lining the 
mouth, throat and digestive tract. 
The pneumonia bacillus and the diph- 
theria bacillus arc frequently found 
in the throats of healthy persons and 
cause them no inconvenience what- 
ever. They are unable to gain an en- 
trance to the tissues unless there is an 
Inflammation, caused probably by a 
cold or some other violent' disturbance 
of the normal health. 


The body has another very import- 


ant defence against the army of mic- 
robes in the gastric juice of the 
stomach. This contains free hydro- 
chloric acid, which is extremely de-

structive to germs. The cholera germ 
in particular is unable to flourish in 
this acid, and therefore n stomach in 
a thoroughly sound condition is a sure 
protection ngniust cholera. 


The blood also possesses certain pro- 


perties of defence against microbes 
the nature of which scientists are only 
just beginning to find out. Microbes 
will flourish In the blood of certain 
animals. Diphterin, for Instance, does 
not infect rats or mice. There are In 
the blood of these animals certain 
floating substances which have de- 
structive properties so far ns the bac- 
teria of diphtheria are concerned. 
When the bacteria attack any point of 
the organism these substances receive 
an automatic signal and float to that 
point. There they help to destroy tho 
invaders. 


Acting in co-operation with these 


substances are those corpuscles of the 
blood which are called "phagocytes." 
They not only attack the microbes, 
but e«t them. 


The human blood possesses phngo- 


cytrR, nnd It is by their action that we 
acquire Immunity nuainst smallpox 
and other diseases after one nttnck. 
When the smallpox germ first attacks 
the bodj- the phagocytes hasten to de- 
fend it. If the body lives the. phago- 
cytes In Iho blood have become M> 
vigorous that they will bo able to re- 
mi any future ntUWk of the smallpox 
Arm with «fttt. 
.. 


Expcn«0 of Parliament*. 


A paragraph going the rounds of 


European papers is intended to show- 
that popular government through a 
representative legislature is generally 
more expensive than monarchical gov- 
ernmeut. According to this view the 
most expensive parliament in Europe 
is that of France. The Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate cost nearly 
$1,500.000 each year. 
Russia, which 


has no parliament in the American 
and English sense, saves this item of 
expense, a saving which must seem 
to most persons 
insignificant when 


compared 
with 
the 
advantages 


derived. 


One reason why the French Assem- 


bly is so expensive is its extensh e 
membership . There are 300 Senators 
and 084 Deputies, a total in excess of 
800. The salary paid each is 9,000 
francs, or $1,SOO a year—.$200 less than 
was paid New York Assemblyman be- 
fore consolidation. French legislators 
also have free passes on the railroads. 
Italian legislators receive no salary, 
but have free transportation 
on rail- 


road. The cost of the Italian Parlia- 
ment was 2.100,000 lires last year, or 
about $420,000. The Holland legisla- 
ture is in two branches, the First and 
Second Chambers of the State-Gen- 
eral. The former comprises 50 mem- 
bers who receive 10 guilders a day 
during the session, and the second 100 
members, who receive 2,000 guilders a 
year and their mileage. 
A Dutch 


guilder is approximately two-fifths of 
st ilnllsir nnd tho total SSJ)Slld!turtt Of 
the Dutch Parliament is $300,000 a 
year in the equivalent of American 
money. As might be expected. Spain 
has an elaborate parliamentary sys- 
tem, 
whe'roby not alone do the elected 


representatives of the people (for of 
sucli of the people as vote) have places 
in the Cortes, but also those who, 
without beinjr elected, receive a cumu- 
lative vote in several districts suffi- 
cient to have elected them iu one. 
Spain expended last year 1,040,000 
pesetas for its Cortes, equivalent to 
about $350,000. Portugal expended .for 
parliamentary services about $100.000. 
and Austria, with two Chambers, one. 
in Vienna and the other in Budapest, 
about 4,000,0(10 florins, of which 2,300.- 
000 was for the Austrian Reichsrath, 
and 1,700,000 for the Hungarian Par- 
liament. 
Tho, members of the lower 


Australian house, ostensibly a repre- 
sentative body, receive 10 florins a 
day for their services aud get besides 
a mileage on Austrian railroads. By 
the official valuation of the 
United 


States Treasury an Austrian florin is 
worth 20 cents, so that an Austrian 
lawmaker receives substantially (the 
question of milage apart) the same pay 
as the law of the United States fixes 
ns a minimum for laborers on some 
of its public works. 


The members of the Swedish Parlia- 


ment number 150 iu the upper and 
2."iO Tn the lower branch. The former 
get no pay; the latter receive 1,200 
crowns, or .$HOO a year, and if the ses- 
sion lasts longer than four months 
they receive 10 crowns additional for 
each clay of actual service.

ish crown is wortli about 2G cents, nnd 
fhis means an addition of $2.GO a day 
for

spend* about $200,000 a year for the 
British Parliament, the members of 
which serve without salary.

'ooil we eat. to the artificial conditions 
of the life of to-daj. to the lack of care 
and the attention ut-oule give to their 
months. 


"Now herp is a. case io point . The 


toothpick is not considered proper in 
fashion:!hie society after meals, and 
floss silk is also never used. Yet 
both of these, if people would only 
realize it, are good things. After eat- 
ing particles of food are entrapped 
between the teeth. 
The toothpick or 
floss silk will carry them away . But 
they remain, the particles of food de- 
cotnuose and an acid is formed which 
attacks the enamel and finally com- 
bines with the salts of the teeth to de- 
stroy them. 


Teetli do not last as long as they 


used to. 
My experience has 
taught 


me that of men and women from fifty 
to sixty years of age from sixty to sev- 
enty-five per cent, now have artificial 
teetli. 
This statement seems astound- 


ing, but it is nevertheless true. There 
is dental science enough • to preserve 
them, but people will not give dentis- 
try n c-hanre. Thoy let them go, and a 
minute vegetable organism collects up- 
on them. 
Tho enamel goes away, and 


the dentine (the inside coating) is laid 
bare: the dentine is attacked, and the 
nerves and tho blood vessels are ex- 
posed: tlte nerves are devitalized and 
the teeth die." 


It is; this dentist's theory that one 


great reason of the country's progress 
toward a "toothless age" is 
due 
to 


the lack of care of the 
temporary 


teeth of children. 
If these temporary 


teeth are bad. he says, the permanent 
teeth will be weakened. 
And yet very 


little attention is oaid to a 
child's 


first teetb. 


"Thumb or finger sucking is a bad 


habit for children," said the 
Doctor. 


"By this habit the lower teeth are 
forcer! inward, and the upper outward. 
Mouth breathing also produces irregu- 
iariry of t)ie teeth. 
The most effective 


way of breaking this habit is that em- 
ployed by the Indian mother, 
who 


bandages- the mouth of the child, and, 
in that way forces 
it 
to 
breathe 


through the nostrils, or not at all." 


Another important tendency the Doc- 


tor says lie has frequently observed is 
that the lower law is becoming more 
and more contracted. 
It is now. he 


says, frequently necessary to remove 
some of the maiden teetli. 
The mod- 


ern jaw. brought about through mod- 
ern considerations of living, cannot ac- 
commodate all the teeth nature gives 
r.s. 
Hence the teeth, besides being 


poorer year by year, are gradually and 
steadily getting to ,a point where they 
will be fewer.
